KNOX STATES ALLIES 
ON EVE OFFENSIVES 


MAKES REVELATIONS IN 
IN URGING CONTINUATION 
OF LEND-LEASE ACT 


WASHINGTON, March 9.— (/?)— 


Navy Secretary Knox said today 
that the allies are "on thn thresh- 
hold of critical" offensives against 
the axis which will dwarf all pre- 
vious thrusts. 


Thus, said Knox, this Is the time 


for congress to assure the part- 
ners of the United States that the 
final blow will be struck. That can 
be done, he told the Hous? foreign 
committee, by continuing the lend- 
lease act which expires June 30. A 
one -year 
extension 
Is 
being 


sought. 


Appearing as the final witness 


at the committee hearings, Knox 
said, "We are just now approach.- 
Ing the crisis" and If It had 
not 


teen for lend-lease "we would not 
be aopproaching the decisive bat- 
tles."

the pest In South Texas, particu- 
larly In the Lower Rio Grande 
Valley," said L. F. Curl. 
"South Texas' climate is most 


favorable to development of the 
pink bollworm and the cotton in- 
dustry 
of the nation 
is linked 


with this area. 
This Is a situa- 


tion which might eaesily spread 
disaster to 
the 
entire 
cotton 


growing region of the nation. 


"The fact that the worm has 


been found a long way up the 
coast north of 
Corpus 
Chrlstl 


shows Just what 
we

wounded, 26,326 are missing- and 
27,222 arc prosoners of war. 


The latest navy total of 40,824, 


Is made up of 17,261 kilted, 9,910 
wounded, 9,239 missing and 4,414 
prosoners of war. 
These figures 


cover the Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard as well as the navy proper. 
Of the total casualties the navy 
has suffered 27,383, Marines 12,- 
986 and the Coast Guard 455.

THREE WAVES OF BIG 
BOMBERS IN GERMAN 
ATTACK THURSDAY 


RESULTS OF WEDNESDAY 
BLASTING OF NAZI CAP- 
ITAL DECLARED GOOD

Heavy American bombeis attack- 


ed Berlin In waves again today, 
hurling now and destructive ex- 
plosives about the ruins left yes- 
terday when 125 German fighters 
wore destroyed In violent combat. 


It was the fifth daylight opera- 


tion over Berlin by U. S. air for- 
ces In a week. Saturated bombings 
were carried out Monday and Wed- 
nesday during tremendous air bat- 
tles. 
Fighters flew in 
offensive 


actions against the staggering Ger- 
man capital last Friday and on 
Saturday a relatively small fores 
of American bombera dropped their 
first explosives, 


Strong 
fighter escorts of the 


Eighth and Ninth U. S. air forces 
escorted the Fortresses and Liber- 
ators to the target again today. 
Great lakes of fire wore started In 
Berlin yesterdiy. 


U. S. headquarters in London 


said all four main buildings of the 
VKF ball bearing factory In Erk- 
ner, a southeast 
suburb 
of the 


burning capital, 
wore 
bombed. 


Bombers destroyed 42 planes and 
the clouds of fighters struck down 
83, making the two day total of 
the Berlin attacks Monday and 
Wednesday 301 — a serious subtrac- 
tion In the air forces Hitler has 
been hoarding against the coming

LOSING MORALE? 


The most importat factor

unity in this nation. There 
is too much snarling and 
sniping at Washington, in 
the heart of government. 
Congress and the President 
are quarreling instead of 
working as a harmonious 
team. That is a dangerous 
weakness, for it tends to 
poison our government at 
the 
source, 
and 
spreads 


through the country like a 
plague. 


NERVOUS SUPERMAN 


The war is evidently get- 


ting on Hitler's nerves. Re- 
cent accounts 
from 
Swe- 


den have told of the Super- 
man flying into such a rage 
that he 
ordered 
several 


high Nazi officers shot for 
military failures. 
General 


Lindemann, commanding in 
te Leningrad area, has been 
reported as avoiding such 
an end by suicide. 


Where there is so much 


smoke, there must be some 
fire. Such stories are in line 
with Hitler's known charac- 
ter and precedents. One of 
the first steps in his bloody 
career was the shooting of 
several of his chosen asso- 
ciates for alleged disloyal- 
ty. Indeed he seems to have 
shot, or ordered s,hot, most 
of his original friends. That 
fact may account, in part, 
for 
his not having any 


friends left. 
He seems to 


have killed them 
all, or 


driven them into exile. 


But that is only a detail. 


Directly 
or indirectly, he 


has doubtless killed more 
people than nay other man 
in human history, And the 
most astonishing part of it 
is that people let him keep 
on with his slaughter. 


There must be a thou- 


sand ways to kill such a 
monster, yet nobody doea 
it.

A 
giant plane now in naval 
service weighs 70 tons, and 
reports say that it will soon 
be dwarfed by 20 success- 
ors under construction. As 
transports they are expect- 
ed to carry 50 passengers, 
and as troop carriers can 
accommodate 132. As car- 
go carriers they can have 
seven jeeps and many guns 
and aircraft engines pack- 
ed into them. There seems 
to be, as yet, no limit to the 
enlarging 
possibilities 
of 


such craft. Apparently the 
only limit is the sky itself. 


Really, such 
expansion 


of aerial craft seems to be 
slowly approaching the di- 
mensions and operative pos- 
sibility of the flying island 
of 
Laputa, described by 


Dean Swift of Dublin two 
centuries 
ago.

was 
self-sustaining 
and 


capable of locomotion for 
any distance, at any height. 
Our aviation scientists do 
not seem to have discover-

Rules promulgated for the 1944 


crop by the Texas Agriculture De- 
partment "are more stringent than 
any heretofore employed in the 
valley," said Curl. 
To prevent 


continued 'breeding of pinli boll 
worm, alley growers are required 
to destroy cotton stalks by Sept. 
16 or two 
weeks earlier 
than 
usual. 


In all infested counties the bu- 
areeau adicates four steps to con- 
trol pink bollworm: 


1. Pick cotton as early as pos- 


sible and get it ginned at ones. 


2. Cut 
the 
cotton stalks 
and 


plow them under immediately. 


3. Cut 
off 
all 
cottdn sprouts 


during the winter as soon as they 
appeal. 


4. In the spring, plant a quick-

The citation ends there, with a 


bow to Kelly s "fighting determin- 
ation and Intrepidity in battle'" But 
"Commando" hadnt stopped there. 
The boya learntd later that, after 
firing the last Bazooka shell, he 
slipped out of the store-house, and 
started makin-j cautious but speedy 
steps away frjm there, -down a hill. 


And what did he find? An aban- 


doned 37 mm anti-tank gun, with 
shells. So as long as the shells last- 
ed, he stayed with that gun, too. 
That was at Altavilla. Kelly was 


at San Pletro, too. as a corporal— 
the citation for the earlier actions 
was written while he was a cor- 
poral—and then HB section sergeant.

Mount of Olives, but five or ten 
minutes' walk to the east of Jeru- 
salem, was a favorite resort of 
Jesus; as it is of all sensitive vis- 
itors to the city. Many times I 
have gone there, by night and by 
day, 
seeking fellowship with the 


Man of Sorrows in His great hour 
of renunciation and acceptance. 


Three gardens—Latin, Greek and 


Armenian—are set apart today as 
rival claimants to be tho true 
site of tho Agony. It matters not 
which, if any, is right; for 
it 


surely 
wa» somewhere 
her* on 


this slope, within the space of a 
few 
hundred yards, that Jesus 


travailed 
in bloody sweat, until 


He could say to the Father, "Not 
My will, but Thine, be done." 


Thus Olivet rises higher than 


all other hills of spiritual experi- 
ence. 
There, while the disciples 


slept, the Master underwent His 
most awful hour: even the cross 
y;aa less of an ordeal. Clear-eyed, 
He faced all that lay ahead, and 
accepted the price that He and the 
Father had to pay /or the re- 
demption of sinful man.. Suh love

understanding; 


Gethsemane and Calvary are the 
apex of life's mystery. 


That Traitorous Kiss 


When the crowd of temple po- 


lice invaded the garden, Judas 
designated Jesus by a kiss. 
As 


the Greek text makes clear 
it 


was no ordinary kiss, but a klsa 
ol ardor and affection: "he kiss- 
ed Him 
again and again." We 


can 
forgive 
Judas 
his 
treason 


more readily than we can forgive 
that kiss. 


At.Xl? ?.ur dcePe»t being, we realize 
that there is a possible Judas in 
every one of us. 
We, too, have 


Kpne back on our Master when 
He needed 
loyal 
testimony. In 


each of us Is a dual personality. 
We may rls3 to heights of saint- 
hood, or we may sink to the level 
of the devil. "Let him that utand- 
eth take heed lest ho fall." 


And Peter—blustering, boastful, 


I 


self-confident Peter, whose story 
Mark tells In fullness, for he got 
It from the penitent apostle who 
would not spare himself. What a 
sink of sand was Peter on the 
night of nights! Yet he became 
the rock that Jesus had seen in 
him from tho first. His life bril- 
liantly points out to the 
most 


wavering of us that there Is al- 
ways another chance for loyalty 
nnd service. Each 
of 
us may 


have diabolical possibilities; but 
wo also have divine potentialities. 
We may fall like Peter and try 
to warm our chilled hearts at the 
world's fires, but also, like Peter, 
we may rise again. The truth of 
forgiveness and restoration is at 
the very center of the cross. 


There is not space to deal with 


Pilate, the typical politician who 
had no convictions that he would 
not trade for votes. His name js 
forever bracketdd with 
thnt 
of 


Judas. 
Every man in public life, 


who would save his 
own 
soul, 


should make a study of the per- 
sonality and actions of Pilate. 


Behind Pilate lurk the ecclesi- 


astics, who had perverted religion 
Into personal pride and profit, a 
terrible warning of the evil pos- 
sibilities that He in the path of 
even churchmen. 


But above all rises the strong 


and calmly figure of the Christ, 
calmly facing" the cross for the 
lova of God and man.

AUSTIN. March 9. —(Special)— 


With the approach of spring and 
Bummer, an increase In the inci- 
dence of typhoid fever may be ex- 
pected, but under wartime1 condi- 
tions it can veiy easily become a 
major health menace, as was point- 
ed out In n nt.itemcnt released by 
Dr. Geo. W. CLX. state health of- 
ficer. 
"Nearly all pni.es of typhoid In 
Texas can be traced to a supply 
of contaminated water or food," 
Dr. Cox said

with patients or their excreta, us-

Pnsturized 
milk therefore should be used, since 
pasturization k'lls disease organ- 
isms If they arc present in the raw 
milk.

lished," Dr. Cox declared, "should 
be immunized by the family doc- 
tor.
